Pont des Arches. Long ago, in the days of Prince 
Maximilian ot Bavaria, a iortress was built on the only 
bridge which at that time crossed the Meuse at Liege. 
This fortress, armed with cannon which could sweep both 
sides of the river, left only one narrow waterway, nick¬ 
named “The Dardanelles,” by which boats could pass up 
and down the stream. It has long since disappeared, and 
the present Pont des Arches now occupies the site of the 
old bridge. 
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
